The ooanael and solidtorH engaged for 
the j)ri«oner8 were in their places at the 
apiM>inted hour. While tho bench and 
the dock were still un occupied the assem- 
bly w aited in patient expectation and con- 
versed upon the all-ub^io^bing subject. At 
iMIfth the Crown counsel arrive<l ; the 
magistrates. Mr. Keyes, Q C, and Mr. 
Woodlock. took their seats, to>{ether with 
Mr. C. ()'C'(jnell tlie junior magistrate, wlio 
1 sat on the bencli, but took nu otliciul pari 
I in the inquiry. A commotion was then 
lt(!ard in the di)( k ; liulf a <lozen burly 

{)oliceuien clustered at each side, and in a 
ew minntee the prisoners were seen 
' enierginir from the iindcrnronnd passage 
I wtiich coinniuiiicates with the goal. All 
I eyes in court were turned upon them, and 
, it was ol>MtM vt'd ili.'it the positions of the 
' more prominent were ehanged, that some 
' wei^ absent who hud stood with them in 
former da^s, while two new cointrra had 
I been substituted for them. 
I The two Mullets, wlio had Ixm-h in tlie 
front, were now hardly vitiitile in the back- 
ground, but Joe Brady was in the place 
which he occupied on th.' l.ist occasion, 
I while James Carey, the town councillor of 
I the Dnblin corporation, had resigned his 
oM place to Fitzharris, m trc generally 
. known on tlie cabstands as '"Skin the 
Qoat." Had an artist arranged the gro ip 
for effect it ooldd not have been been bel- 
ter done, for "Skin," as he is fondly called 
by his frien<l8, looke<l at once a c()nnter- 
part of "Joe" who might still have been 
regarded as the villain of tbe piece but 
for the superior title to tliat distinction 
which was stamped on Fitzbarris' face. 
To attempt to describe his features would 
be tiseless, for it is difflcoU to find any. 
They appeared to have been all knocked 
into one, like those of a battered prize 
fighter fresh from a "mill" his eyes being 
almost closed, and his nose fiattened out, 
with only enough of it left t<j mark the 
spot where it had been. Indaed, his 
whole face is of vermillion hue, gnarled 
as an oak and grizzly as a bear. Beetde 
him atood another ■tniager, « yoong man 



named Ilatdon, about twenty five vear.s of 
age, with black hair anti mudtuche aud oi 
rather respeotable appearance. 

Next to him in front of the dock stood 
Timothy Kelly, who looks quite a lad, of a 
soft, boyish countenance, but of a reckless 
manner. I'he party, on entering the (lock, 
tnanifested but in a less degree the dctiant 
spirit which they had at first assumeil, 
but there was a remarkable transformation 
in their demeanor when Kavanaugh as- 
cended the table to give eviilence against 
them. They look aghast, and in them 
confusion and despair were betrayed in 
every look, thouuh they sometimes made 
and efi'ort to seem indiilerunt. As tho wit- 
nees related each incident In the dreadful 

story ami identified tbe prisoneri whom 
he named, their countenances reflected in 
the dark shadows which passed across 
tliem the dismay w hich they felt. Brady 
literally uttered a growl of hate and fury 
like that of a wild beast when Kavanaugh 
[wtitited to him and then buried his face 
in his hands. He rested on the l)ar of tbe 
dock, while the nervous working of his 
face indicated the agitation and excitement 
under which he labored. The account 
whicli the witness gave of tin; a.ssassins 
before they did their cruel work, and the 
route which they took when they effected 
their escape, was listened to with breath- 
less interest. The general silence observed 
by the audience was rudely broken occa* 
sionally by such exclamations" as " You 
scorpion" and " You are i. liar" from Fitz- 
Harris, who, with arms folded and his face 
as red as a muffler, scowled upon tbe wit- 
ness from the dock, while Delany, who sat 
in front of it, CToacned to low Mbaidljto 
be visible.
